committee and the latter stated that 
if the present raise becomes effective, 
the property 'would pay for itself in 
two years' time. 
The rent was orig- 


inally S3 per month for each tenement, 
and the tenants would he paying about 
$15,

To do this 
with unvarying regularity Pach day, 
so that every man in every division 
stretching .over a. vast area, along 300 
miles uf front, would have his daily 
needs supplied was a huge problem. 


The only solution \vaa i& secure 
absolute uniformity, or a standardiza- 
tion of trains by which the make-up 
would ho automatic day after day. 
And out of this has come the "auto- 
majjc train" of the American army, 
which is one- of

be paying off its indebtedness at the 
rate of $50 a month and with no sense 
of the debt being burdensome on anv 
onp and each member still at liberty 
to do bis share towards buying Liber- 
ty bonds and other forms of patriotic 
n vestment.

(By The Associated Press) 


Disaster threatens the Austro-Hun- 


garlan armies from the Stelvio to the 
Adriatic as they prepare to evacuate 
Italian territory. All the Italian arm- 
ies now have entered the great offen- 
sive against the Anstrians and the al- 
lied troops are advancing rapidly along 
the entire front, from Lake Cardu. to 
the Adriatic. 


Fighting activity on 
the 
western 


front remains at a virtual standstill. 
There have been only isolated actions 
at several points. 


40,000 Aiistrinns Cnpinred 


Shattered by the irresistible advance 


of the Italians, British and French 
across the Piave. the Austrians are 
fleeins rapidly across the plains of 
eastern Venetia toward the line of "the 
Isonzo, from which they advanced one

American troops are par-

Piave, it apparently is the intention 
to outflank the Austrians in the north 
in the foothills of the Alps and crush 
them from both the north and the 
west. 


iS'CTT AlHed I'inccr Movement. . 


The situation of the Austrians guard- 


ins the Treutino along the front from 
the west of Lake Garda to the Piave 
also is becoming serious. Between the 
Brenta and the Piave the 15 
Austrian 


divisions operating there

cut off by the capture of Vadal pass. 
Elsewhere on this front the Austrians 
must retreat northward

Alps with the 
Italians,

French pressing hard at their heels. If. 
as reported, the Italians are attacking 
from Ktelvio southward to Lake Garria 
as well as eastward from the lake,-the 
allies have begun the familiar pincer 
movement in the Trentino.

from Serbia and the left wing already 
has crossed the Danube, 
Vienna an- 


nounces. The Serbs have reached the 
Danube near Semendria and the- fall of 
Belgrade and tho complete 
liberation 


of Serbia would seem but a matter of 
a few days, if not hours. In western 
Serbia the Austrians s.lso are march- 
ing north toward tho Danube.

Vienna Announces "Withdrawal

cupied regions," says an offcial state- 
ment at Vienna late last night. 


Fnll of Vittorio Severe IHotv 


Tho capture of Vittorio is a heavy 


blow to the whole Austrian position in 
the Eelluno .sector. 
The city was a 


principal supply point nnd gives th9 
allies a base for an attack against the 
left flank of the Austrian armies hold- 


ing the mountain sector running west 
of the Piave. 
Owing to the character 


of this country, it is not 
probable,

cessation of hostilities is problematical 
but it appears almost certain that the 
Teutons are merely waiting for the 
final sentence of the allied war coun- 
cil. 


Some opponents of this measure re- 


gard it with alarm, on the ground that 
it would offer an opportunity for need- 
less and dangerous delay. They argue 
that it would be taken advantage of 
by socialists, members of the I.W.W. 
and other disturbing elements of the 
same stamp. But their fears in this 
respect are not justified. We have no 
really dangerous elements in Massa- 
chusetts, and after the war, there wi" 
be such a strong sentiment against 
public disturbers, that they will have 
little opportunity to lead any move- 
ment that shows the slightest signs 
of disloyalty to the state, 
or 
that 


might prove Injurious to any commun- 
ity. 


We have seen how the referendum 


idea works in our city charter. 
There 


has been a provision there for the 
initiative and referendum; but it has 
not been invoked in a single instance. 
In spite of this fact, however, it of- 
fers a. degree of security in case there 
was any extreme necessity that would 
arouse tbe entire community to action. 


This question with all the other IS 


should be passed upon according lo 
the judgment, of the voters as to its 
utility and its necessity. Indeed that 
is the manner in which the whole 
number should be treated. 


If the constitutional convention at 


great' expense drafted these proposi- 
tions for submission to the people, there 
can be no good reason why the people 
should refuse to pass upon them in- 
telligently. We believe it is the duty 
of each voter, therefore, to exercise 
deliberate judgment upon each of these 
propositions. If the voter 
has 
any 


doubt as to the expediency or utility 
of any of them, he should vote "no." 
If, on the other hand, he believes that 
any of these propositions would .bring 
about any improvement in our consti- 
tutional government, 
then it is his 


duty to vote "yes" regardless of what 
any coterie of politicians may advo- 
cate or advise. 


The general defeat of all these prop- 


ositions would render the work of the 
constitutional convention null and void, 
FO that if at any time these amend- 
ments were again advocated, it would 
be necessary to call another convention 
and have another period of expensive 
discussion. 


Each question will be decided on a 


majority vote and a majority of one 
will insure the adoption of any of these 
measures. 
It is weil. therefore, that 


each voter shouid take the time and the 
pains to pass apon each one of tile en- 
tire ii>.

The houses to be built in Belvidere. 


79 single and double houses, it is es- 
timated will accommodate about 160 
families. 
This means not only that 


many men now suffering from the bad 
lodging- houses they have to live in, 
can bring their families from out of 
town here and go to live In a spick 
and span new tenement, but it mny 
undoubtedly moan that some- of the 
families moving into the new homes 
in Belvktere wm be willing to take 
roomers, by which they may extend a 
veritable blessing.
